JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President 
Johnson 
meets 
with Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara and the mili­ 
tary chiefs today for a final re­ 
view of the Pentagon budget. 
Defense spending accounts for 
about half of all federal outlays.

Plan Is OKd 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Wil- 
lisra O. Walker, director of the 
Ohio Department of Industrial 
Relations, has given final ap­ 
proval to recommendations of 
the recent Wage Board rais­ 
ing minimum wages for women 
and minors who work in non­ 
service jobs in the food and 
lodging industries. The, raise 
will go into effect Feb. I, 1985. 
Final draft of Amendment 
Mandatory Order No. 3, which 
is the order that set the pres­ 
ent minimums, was filed Mon­ 
day by Walker with Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown. 
Present minimum wage of 70 
cents an hour for non-service 
employes working a full week of 
48 hours will be increased to 75 
cents an hour. Non * service 
employes working 30 or less 
hours per week will have an 80- 
cent minimum instead of the 
present 75 cents.

Americans will spend Christmas 
Day in their Chinese prison ceils 
as they spend any other day. On 
Christmas night they will get 
their only reminder of the Yule­ 
tide — small Christmas pud­ 
dings. 
Their families were allowed 
by the Communist Chinese to 
include the puddings in regular 
monthly packages from home. 
The packages, shipped through 
the Red Cross, also include cig­ 
arettes, vitamin pills and let- 
tars. 
These Americans have been 
jailed on vague charges of es­ 
pionage. Three of the four have 
been given little hope of ever

Coordination Needs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, who will 
coordinate federal civil rights 
efforts after he becomes vice 
president next month, says he 
hopes to know within IO days 
whether the job will require 
creation of a new supervisory 
agency. 
Humphrey said in an inter­ 
view that he is conducting “a 
very detailed study” of existing 
federal programs in an effort to 
see how best to “assure prompt 
and direct action to those whose 
civil rights have been denied.” 
He meets today with Justice 
Department officials who have 
played a key role during the 
past few years in government 
efforts to bar discrimination in 
such areas as education and 
voting. 
Humphrey said he met Mon­ 
day 
with 
Sargent 
Shriver, 
director of the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity, and earlier 
with officials of the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, and a number of sub-Cabi- 
net officials. 
Shrivels office, which seeks 
to implement what President 
Johnson has called a “war on 
poverty,” is closely related to 
civil rights, 
Humphrey said, 
because “the elimination of pov­ 
erty will help greatly in reliev­ 
ing the social tensions that 
cause civil rights problems.” 
Since President Johnson des­ 
ignated him Dec. IO to coordi­ 
nate 
all 
administration 
pro­ 
grams in the civil rights field, 
Humphrey has been working 
mainly with his own staff in re­ 
viewing existing programs. 
The Minnesota senator said he 
was “extremely pleased and 
gratified” that Burke Marshall, 
the retiring assistant attorney 
general for civil rights, has 
agreed to be a consultant. Hum­ 
phrey called Marshall “the out­ 
standing expert in the country” 
in the civil rights field. 
Marshall resigned as assistant 
attorney general last Friday, 
saying that the policy focus of 
federal civil rights efforts in 
general “should not in my judg­ 
ment any longer rest in the De­ 
partment of Justice.” 


Far West Hit

Farther northwest, huge snow 
slides closed the main east-west 
route from Seattle across the 
Cascade Mountains as storms 
continued to thunder across the 
west coast from California to 
Washington. 
More than 2,000 persons were 
evacuated 
from their flood- 
stricken homes in communities 
in northern California during 
the night as more heavy rain 
swept areas in the Far West.

22 Football 
Players Get

KANSAS CITY (AP) — The 
NCAA awarded 
post-graduate 
scholarships worth $1,000 each 
today to 22 players who are also 
standout scholars. The new pro­ 
gram is financed by football 
television fees.

William Clay Ford, the Ford 
Motor Co. executive who pur­ 
chased the Lions for $6 million 
last January, said at a news 
conference that Wilson’s con­ 
tract had been extended “for an 
indefinite period.” 
Ford said Wilson and General 
Manager Edwin J. Anderson 
jointly agreed to fire assistant 
Coaches Aldo Forte, Don Doll, 
Bob Nussbaumer, Les Binga 
man and Sonny Grandelius. 
It confirmed earlier reportes 
that 
Nussbaumer, 
Bingaman 
and Doll had been fired, but 
scotched speculation that Wilson 
also was on the way out. 
There was speculation that 
because Ford no longer had 
confidence in the men Wilson 
had hired,, he no longer had 
confidence in Wilson, and was 
trying to force his head coach to 
resign. 
“No, I wasn’t trying to g e t 
George to quit,” said Ford. “I 
think he’s a good head coach 
and that’s what I want him to 
do. I felt these guys should go 
and he went along with it.” 
Wilson would not comment on 
why he agreed to fire his assist 
ants, including long-time aides 
Forte, 
Bingaman and Nuss 
baume?. 
“The point is that I want 
coaching and not conversation,” 
explained Ford. 
“To suggest 
that some complaining player 
had anything to do with it is ri­ 
diculous. I’m not going to have 
the players running my club.” 
Ford added that Wilson would 
have a free hand in hiring a new 
staff. 
Reaction of the fired coaches 
ranged from surprise to silence. 
“It came as kind of a jolt,” 
said Grandelius, who learned of 
his ouster while watching televi-

Bingaman declined comment 
and Forte was not available. 
The five men have another 
year to go on their contracts at 
salaries in the $12,000 to $15,000 
range. 
Wilson, who has a year to go 
on a three-year contract calling 
for a reported $47,000, plans to 
negotiate a new pact with Ford. 
Wilson became bead coach in 
1957 when Buddy Parker quit 
suddenly. The Lions won the 
National Football League title 
that year and have finished sec­ 
ond in three other years under 
Wilson. They were fourth this 
year with a 7-5-2 record.

NEW YORK (AP) — Incomes 
have been rising at a nice clip. 
And so have personal savings. 
Together that tells a lot about 
December’s 
gains 
in 
retail 
sales, 
and merchants’ 
confi­ 
dence that the biUs in January 
can and will be paid. 
Individual savings increased 
in the first nine months of this 
year by $22.5 billion. The gain 
was about one-third more than 
in the like period of 1963. 
The big boost is tied in with 
the rise in personal incomes, 
now running at a seasonally ad­ 
justed annual rate of $502 bil­ 
lion, compared with $474.5 bil­ 
lion in the final stretch of 1963. 
But the rise in savings also 
shows that Americans haven't 
changed their habits much de­ 
spite all the stress on prosperi­ 
ty. They’re spending more be­

Some 6,509 plans were 
opened this November, to top 
the previous November record 
of 4,192 set in 1956. In the first 
ll months of this year 56,930 
plans were started. The pre­ 
vious full-year record was 45,593 
plans in 1959. The SEC counts 
investment in stocks as one of 
many forms of saving. 
All the records — income, 
savings, debt, spending re­ 
flect totals for all citizens. Th* 
individual may have quite a dif­ 
ferent story himself. But coun­ 
ting in all Americans with pay 
checks, or other forms 
of in- 
come, this December sees more 
money than ever before availa­ 
ble for spending or saving. And 
the new year looks bright
